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ESSENTIAL TRAINING FOR THE EFFECTIVE 
TEACHING MUSIC. 
PROF. JAMES McLAUGHLIN

teachers should possess 
ensure satisfactory results. 
Given fair voice, taste 
for good music, feeling 
for expression, ability 

sing tune, sight, sim- 
ple music, and sound 
knowledge 
plished. But these ac- 
quirements must added 
enthusiasm for the work, 
pleasure teaching meth- 
odically, and skill class 
management. far 
the technique music 
concerned, all the qualifi- 
are 
purely elementary, and 
where they are wanting 
teacher, efforts mat- 
ter how well intentioned can only yield indifferent success. 
More concisely stated, the teacher must competent 
two-fold capacity; first, executant, sing least 
moderately well, and secondly able impart his musical 
knowledge and instruct methodically. These two re- 
quirements are quite distinct. fine singer not neces- 
sarily good teacher, and vice versa; but teachers they 
are succeed teaching singing must able sing 
and teach. The question the musical training 
pupil teachers and normal students, therefore, naturally 
divides itself into two headings—personal skill music 
and skill the art teaching. The student teacher 
need not concern himself the least that his voice 
not rich baritone pure, smooth tenor. may not 
altogether agreeable, may worn, indeed may be, 
use homely expression, cracked voice. 
Fortunately, children are the most indulgent critics 
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the teacher genuinely anxious please and interest 


them. Music has now fixed place the educational sys- 
tem and longer necessary argue its claims, “the 
oldest and most beneficent the arts.” 

time wears become more firmly convinced that 
“Nothing that has ever been written music has ade- 
expressed what has meant for mankind.” The 
children our schools today are the teachers the future 
and the schools that the essential training for the 
effective teaching music begins. Consequently 
fair expect that those responsible for the wel- 
fare popular education should that the im- 
portance music may not overlooked the educa- 
tional demands the day, with science, mechanics and 
the different industries overshadowing early study. 
view all life’s necessities, however, too high place 
must not claimed for music. 

The ideal must ever separate from the practical. 

The desideratum the training teachers opportu- 
nity continue the study music unbrokenly the 
study all other subjects necessary for professional 
equipment. The practise and theory music should not 
stop, too often does, with graduation from the ele- 
mentary school. 

Young women and young men are quite freely admitted 
training schools without regard musical qualifications. 
Having neglected disregarded music high school and 
college, aiter brief stay the normal school, during 
which some effort made their musical knowl- 
edge, they forth teach music the grades! all 
the other branches knowledge the normal school stu- 
dent has had, presumably, ample instruction and all the 
time spends the training school contributes towards 
his effectiv eness teacher those branches. This, too 
commonly, far from being the case with music. Success 
bound lag until experience, study, and aptitude point 
the way. 

the making teacher there are many things which 
can imparted him. 

cannot give him enthusiastic and sympathetic 
nature does not possess such. cannot give him 
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the attractive qualities obvious 
teacher. But may, with reason, insist his possess- 
ing that knowledge bearing upon his work which can 
acquired earnest and well directed study. may in- 
sist upon his possessing knowledge his subject, 
how impart it, and the nature the mind which 
receive it. This constitutes most important part 
the musc teacher’s art and without which there can 
good teaching any subject, nor can anyone become 
skillful teacher: and without which, enthusiasm and sym- 
pathy are little value and personality delusion. 

Pupil teachers, and many grade teachers, should bear 
mind that they must have some practise reading 
music and singing. 

However skillfully drawn the course study, however 
skillful teacher may be, sound results can only at- 
tained much individual practise. 

Not alone, therefore, for the pupils the cry “ndividual 
Singing.” 

The steps taken each lesson class should thor- 
oughly practised home that the knowledge may 
thorough possible. 

The best graded course ever planned will dull, 
dreary, and unless illumined the way 
which presented and managed the teacher. Every 
other power the class teacher sterilized does not 
possess skill class management. Teaching set plans 
down the normal school, teachers’ manuals, 
music courses, all very well for beginners teaching, 
but the plan must constantly varied circumstances.

Teachers who are skillful methodizing other teaching 
often fail utterly music because the work not planned 
with the same intelligence that these teachers bring 
bear upon other subjects. the question essential 
training turns back upon conditions the elementary 
schools, high school, colleges, and training schools.

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INTELLECTUAL AIMS THE RECITATION. 
Academic Dept. McGill Institute, Mobile, Ala. 


Inasmuch aim impor- 
tant factor the successful 
recitation the teacher should 
not only know but also follow 
some well-defined aims con- 
ducting the recitation. What 
then, may well ask himself, 
are the specific aims vital, 
essential, indispensable 
the efficient recitation? an- 
swer this question various 
aims have been enumerated 
leading educators and the diver- 
sity their answers due 
largely their varied uses and 
definitions the term. Some, 
like the late Dr. White, who de- 
fines the recitation according 
its close etymological meaning 
enumerates the following aims: 
(1) testing the pupils’ knowledge the subject-matter, 
(2) testing the pupils’ acquired mental power, (3) test- 
ing the pupils’ skill school-room arts. 

From the above definition clear that such educa- 
tors regard the recitation literally mere testing 
examining exercise without instruction. Actual teaching 
they assign the lesson which they say includes instruc- 
tion and drill school room arts. Unlike the advocates 
German methods teaching, they insist upon marked 
differentiation between the terms recitation and lessons. 
For the sake clearness they consider the recitation 
mere testing exercise and the lesson teaching exercise 
including both training and instruction resulting the 
pupils’ acquirement knowledge, power and skill the 
immediate ends teaching. They claim that this distinc- 
tion divides school exercises into two classes and causes 
the testing exercise more widely recognized 
important phase school training. 

illustrate that there has been distinction and dif- 
ference between the lesson and the recitation only 
necessary recall the nature most the school exer- 
cises American schools few years ago. that 
time school exercises higher than the lowest primary were 
recitations, that is, tests and repetitions what was previ- 
ously learned while the lesson with its oral instruction 
and development was rarely found. modern practice 
most school exercises are lessons. This has brought about 
marked change; written tests have been largely substi- 
tuted for the oral face-to-face test. 

Unfortunately, this change has not been altogether pro- 
ductive gains; has brought some losses too serious 
ignored. too many instances teaching has become 
giving lessons consisting mostly talking. Too 
many pupils graduated from the grammar schools enter 
high schools colleges with little ability and still less 
habits study. They depend too much upon the teacher 
clarify and make every study easy. There should 
less talking and more vitalizing, oral investigation and 
search. This may done correlating the recitation 
with the lesson, the one supplementing the other. 

The aims thus far discussed refer the recitation when 
restricted its literal meaning. Let now consider its 
aims its larger, more comprehensive, generally accepted 
pedagogical significance. this sense Ogden gives the 
recitation the following aims: (1) testing the pupils’ 
preparation, (2) assisting the pupil understand the sub- 
ject matter, (3) cultivation the pupils’ memory, (4) im- 
provement the pupils’ powers expression. 

Dr. Swett, who also interprets the recitation its gen- 
eral meaning, goes step farther his enumeration. 
not only enumerates but also classifies its aims into major 
and minor classes. major aims enumerates two: 
(1) imparting instruction, (2) mental training the 
pupil. minor aims gives: (1) inducement study, 
(2) testing the pupils’ preparation, (3) improvement 
the pupils’ power expression, (4) correction the pu- 
pils’ errors, (5) stimulation intellectual investigation, 
(6) formation habits attention, readiness and self- 
expression. 

Fitch says the recitation should aim: (1) discover the 
pupils’ knowledge, (2) prepare and make the pupil re- 
ceptive for further instruction, (3) find out the pupils’ 
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misconceptions and difficulties, (4) occasion the pupils’ 
thought activity and full co-operation, (5) test the re- 
sult the teaching, (6) determine the pupils’ ability 
advance his studies, (7) test the teacher’s efficiency 
teacher. 

Dr. Harris even generous and more nearly sur- 
veys the whole field the recitation: Within its content 
finds the following aims: (1) drawing out each pupils’ 
individual thought and view the subject (2) 
testing the pupil’s crudeness thoroughness compre- 
hension the subject-matter,-(3) correction the pu- 
pil’s ideas the fuller understanding his classmates, 
(4) drawing out and stimulating new method study- 
ing subsequent lessons, (5) fostering habits close at- 
tention, (6) calling into vigorous activity the powers and 
inspiration number minds thinking about the same 
thought, (7) exercise the teacher’s best powers, (8) sup- 
plementing more forcefully the pupils’ recitation, (9) 
arousing the pupil’s self-activity, power independent in- 
vestigation and sharp critical insight gained only keen 
competition with his classmates, (10) leading the pupil 
into the great secrets alliance with his fellows, (11) help- 
ing the struggling child rise above his eccentricities and 
assume the more universal character, (12) suppression 
the pupil’s purely subjective views and harmonizing 
them with the more objective and universal. 

Briefly, then, these are the chief intellectual aims the 
recitation. Within their scope the teacher may find some 
specific mental end attained every recitation. 
they are closely followed, they become good standards for 
both pupil and teacher. For the pupil, they are standards 
intellectual attainment; for the teacher they are cri- 
terions which can direct and judge the pupils’ edu- 
cational progress and efficiency. 

They are the teacher what the plans and specifications 
are the architect, who, these means, sees his 
mind’s eye not only the minutest details but also the com- 
pleted building. Just his plans the directs 
the workmen, also the teacher specific aims the 
recitation should guide his pupils the educative process 
every step and turn. this way only can eliminate 
needless waste time and energy, escape failure and in- 
sure success for himself teacher, and for his pupil 
learner.

But the same result can obtained 
without reducing the fractions 
common denominator simply in- 
verting the terms the divisor, and 
proceeding multiplication: 


Hence division inverting the di- 
visor simply reducing the fraction 
common unit, common de- 
nominator, without using the de- 
nominators, canceling them, then 
performing the work division with 
the numerators. 

The same principle occurs Pro- 
portion, where fractions having 
common denominator are each 
other their numerators; also, 
clearing, equations fractions 
gebra, the common denominator be- 
ing omitted and only the numerators 
being used.

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LOWER PRICES FOR SCHOOL TEXTBOOKS 


former years when the material and labor entering 
into the manufacturing cost school textbooks could 
purchased minimum prices, publishers their anxiety 
secure large contracts, such city adoptions and 
state adoptions, were induced make special conces- 
sions prices, here and there, and contract sell books 
unusually low figures. Now, state law Illinois, 


few other states, requires publishers sell books 
the lowest figure which they are sold anywhere 
the United States. this era high prices this law 
works greatly the benefit patrons the public 
schools even tho for the time being works hardship 
upon the publishers. law, enacted 
the last session the state legislature, was approved 
June 27, and went into effect July 1917. The section 
regulating prices enables the school children Illinois 
buy schoolbooks this era unusually high prices 
for less money than ever they have paid heretofore. This 
condition scarcely expected these times 
because all the conditions which make for high prices 
the various commodities commerce also make for 
increased cost the manufacturing school textbooks. 

The law requires every publisher who wishes sell 
schoolbooks the public schools file with 
the State Superintendent Public Instruction copies 
and prices all textbooks, regular and supplementary, 
which are placed the market for the 
schools. Thus any teacher parent can learn just what 
price should any particular text inquiring 
the State Superintendent Springfield. 

This new law, regards the purchasing price 
textbooks, puts the children the smallest public school 
district Illinois the same favorable position with 
the children the largest cities where the biggest pur- 
chasing contracts for books are made, with children 
those states where state adoption prevails and books 


are bought carloads. From the many hundreds 
elementary school textbooks filed and listed with the 
State Superintendent stipulated prices the smallest and 
most remote rural school the great state 
may choose its own books, selecting those best suited 
the community’s peculiar local needs, and the pupils are 
guaranteed prices low the lowest which the 
books are sold anywhere the United States. 

Illinois the law prescribes that retail dealers han- 
dling schoolbooks shall not sell textbooks advance 
more than per cent the list wholesale price. 
the school district purchases and sells the books direct 
the pupils this per cent may saved. Buying thru 
the dealers, the Illinois school pupil this year pays for 
well-known first reader cents, while last year paid 
cents. the fifth book five-book series 
readers the pupil pays cents this year, while paid 
cents last year. There saving cents the 
reading books well-known five-book series. the 
reading books eight-book series there saving 
cents. purchasing well-known United States 
History the Illinois pupil this year pays cents the 
dealer, while year ago paid dollar. purchasing 
one the newest and most popular texts geography 
the Illinois pupil saves cents the first book and 
cents the second book. From cents cents 
copy saved the purchase arithmetic. The high 
school pupil who purchases history American litera- 
ture saves from cents his book. And the 


prices run thruout the list more than thousand dif- 


ferent textbooks made available the public school 
children Illinois. 

all this reduction prices, publishers are con- 
stantly improving the character the textbooks and the 
quality the material their mechanical make-up. 
Undoubtedly the publishers are giving the school children 
America the best school textbooks the world and 
prices amazingly low, especially these times high 
prices labor and material.

The picture presented for study this month re- 
production from the painting English artist, Rich- 
ard Ansdell. lived and worked the last century. 
The artist must certainly have been lover animals 
because his paintings were nearly all portrayals ani- 
mals animal scenes. was especially fond dogs 
and many his best paintings are dogs various 
phases life and activity. the technical correctness 
his paintings animals did not always please 
the art critics. Nevertheless his paintings were 
sort that appealed the popular taste. was very 
successful giving that almost human expression 
the face and eyes animal. 


this picture Wounded Hound” have 
group including human and animal life close sym- 
pathetic relations. picture which one cannot 
pass with indifference. sure hold one’s atten- 
tion, appeal one’s sympathy and arouse one’s 
kindly feeling for the hurt animal. 

most the views the artist’s paintings were 
found mountainous regions northern England and 
Scotland quite likely that the view here portrayed 
this picture discloses room peasant’s hut 
that region country. The wounded dog belongs 
the well known family dogs known hounds. Its 
large drooping ears are typical the bloodhound, and 
evident that the dogs this group were useful 
hunting the deer, the wolf and the wild boar the 
mountains northern England and Scotland half cen- 
tury three-quarters century ago. quite 


possible that the hound received his wound chasing 
wounded stag hunting trip, for which purpose 


the hound used account its keenness scent. 
The stag when cornered will turn and combat the pur- 
suing enemy whether man beast. Possibly 
such combat the hound received his wound. 

plain seen that the man the picture thinks 
great deal the hound. has cleansed the wound 
and applied medicine with bandages carefully 
the hound were human being. the man looks into 
the face the hound the dog responds with look 
gratitude for the kindness that has been shown him. 
What fine, large, strong animal and what suc- 
cess must the chase animal hunt. 

easy see that the other dogs the picture 
belong different family from that the bloodhound. 
The large one the side the wounded hound may 
possibly what called staghound, animal al- 
most large and powerful the bloodhound and with 
rough shaggy hair and smaller drooping ears. 
quite evident from this companion’s attitude that 
sympathizes greatly with this wounded dog. appears 
have lifted his head while uttering howl cry 
sadness characteristic some dogs. The small dog 
the side the man looking with hurt feeling upon 
the proceedings, apparently realizing that something 
serious has happened the large bloodhound. Not 
more interested and sympathetic than these dogs for 
the wounded animal the little girl standing beside her 
The folks and the dogs the picture all seem 
suffer way, because the valued hound suffering 
from his wound. 

the corner the room noted relic the chase, 
the head and antlers deer. Beside are jug and 
bottle from which place, perhaps, the man has taken 
the bottle medicine which using the hurt 
limb the dog. One can see some the fine touches 
the artist closely observing that the bottle the 
liquid easily distinguished, and just how far 
the side the bottle reaches. One can see plainly 
the water dripping from the hand the man 
squeezes the sponge which has been using. One also 
notes that the dog lying comfortable bed hay 


straw. There are many points interest noted 
the picture, and the more one dwells upon the more 
one sees that worthy comment. not have 
the picture its original coloring one may interested 
profitably determining the various colors used 
portraying the animals, the clothing the persons 
the picture and other objects shown. The whole pic- 
ture speaks appealingly and commends 
the warm-hearted appreciation which the artist certainly 
had for dogs and other animals.

THE ARTIST 

Richard Ansdell, the artist who painted “The Wounded 
Hound,” was born Liverpool, England, 1815. Here 
was educated. studied art the academy, 
but acquired most his training independent 
sketching and study travels the north England 
and Scotland. When twenty-five years age made 
his first art exhibit the Royal Academy London, 
the pictures consisting Galloway Farm” and 
“Grouse Shooting.” 

1847 Ansdell removed London. 1856 con- 
tributed his first painting the walls the Royal 
Academy, which was entitled “The Drover’s Halt.” 
During the years 1856 and 1857 visited Spain and 
said that this visit influenced both his subjects and 
his technique. 

After Landseer, who greatly influenced him, Richard 
Ansdell was the most popular animal painter England, 
with wide range subjects made interesting dash 
humor and sentiment. While Wounded Hound” 
one his good pictures, his best painting said 
“The Combat Red Stags.” Among the most famous 
his other pictures are “The Death,” painted 1843; 


Shepherd’s Revenge,” and “Fox-Hunting the 


North,” 1855; “The Highland Cattle-Fair,” 1874, 
and “The Wolf-Slayer” and “Turning the Drove,” for 
which received gold medal the Paris Exhibition, 
1855. 1850, and during some years later painted 
conjunction with Thomas Creswick, the landscape- 
artist, several pictures, “The South Downs,” “The Drov- 
er’s Halt” and “The Park.” While Mr. Ansdell was 
Spain 1856 and 1857 painted “The Water-Carrier” 
and “Mule Drinking,” and later, under Spanish influence,

TIME PROBLEMS 


the First Grade the children were taught tap the 
rhythm songs with the finger and the pulse with the 
foot, the long and short notes were represented dots 
and dashes the blackboard. After careful review 
these exercises, ask the class turn the book, 
singing short song they point the notes, then 
tapping the rhythm and pointing the notes the 
same time. 

“Did the notes all sound alike?” 

“No; some were held longer than others.”

the natural watchman our fruit trees. 
hunts out the moth’s eggs laid the crack the bark 
and eats them, thus preventing brood caterpillars 
from hatching and eating the leaves the tree. 
finds the eggs beetles and eats them, also, before 
they can hatch out into the wood-boring larvae that 
sometimes and kill the limbs. Thus Downy 
labors on, day day, thru the year, destroying mil- 
lions harmful insects that unmolested would 
vast injury the groves and orchards. For all this 
service never eats any the fruit the trees 
guards, but, when need little vegetable diet, goes 
the berries the dogwood, woodbine, poke- 
berry. Occasionally eats few weed-seeds just for 
variety. Downy sometimes called “Sapsucker,” and 
accused pecking holes the bark trees 
for the purpose getting sap. But not the 
guilty one—the bird that does this another kind 
woodpecker. The small holes that our little friend 
makes trees not even reach the inner bark, except 
when bent securing some harmful intruder. 


Like most our woodpeckers, Downy resident 
thruout the year wherever found, and seems enjoy 
all seasons equally. Early December one dug out 
with his bill cavity for his winter bedroom the 
dead limb the tree standing near the house. nice 
and cozy retreat from the wind was that frequently, 
early the evening, would leave his friends, Chick- 
adee and Titmouse, with whom had romped all day, 
and, hurrying off, tumble into bed dream ‘away the 
long winter night. cold and rainy mornings 
‘would sometimes lie late abed, probably knowing that 
doing stood danger losing the early worm. 
found him still there about nine o’clock one drizzling 
morning; sure, was and about, but had 
not yet left home. was clinging just inside the 
hollow the limb, and could distinctly see his bill and 
bright, inquisitive eyes sat looking out over the 
drenched and dreary world. 


Downy and His Friends 


When you find Downy your orchard bright, 
cold morning January, has the same busy, con- 
tented air which you must have noticed when first mak- 
ing his acquaintance, perhaps some warm spring day. 
appears happy and buoyant all times, how- 
ever, that one wonders whether has not hidden away 
under his little white waistcoat perpetual fountain 
the ecstasy springtime and youth. 


likes cheerful company, especially the winter, 
when most the forest voices are silent and the cold 
winds are howling around the trunks the sleeping 
forest trees. 


then hunts his friends, the little gray Tufted 
Titmouse and the light-hearted Chickadee. Together 
they spend much time bands, patrolling the wood- 
land, and searching out from their hiding places the 
eggs insects stowed away under the bark wait 
for the warm spring sun hatch them. dozen 
more birds are thus often found together. 


They form merry company, these little forest rang- 
ers, and never lack for music they march. The shrill 
piping peto, peto, peto, the Titmouse mingles with 
the tenor-drum tap, tap, Downy’s bill the bark, 
while ever and again the Chickadee, mere bundle 
nerves and fluffy feathers, “merrily sings his chick-a- 
dee-dee.” 


Mutual Protection 


Not merely for company these birds thus associ- 
ate, but for mutual protection well. 


Twenty pairs 
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sharp eyes are more likely see enemy approach- 
ing than single pair, and well for small bird 
keep sharp lookout this season, for more 
readily seen hawk leafless, wintry wood than 
were within shady summer forest. 

Like all other woodpeckers, Downy’s mate lays white 
eggs. These usually number four five, and are placed 
soft bed fine chips the bottom hole, 
which both parents have helped dig, usually the 
under side decayed limb the tree. Nature not 
prone use her coloring matter eggs which, like the 
woodpeckers’, are hid away dark holes trees. 
When the little ones are hatched, Downy and his mate 
are kept very busy for long time bringing them good 
things eat, for the little woodpeckers have great ap- 
petites, which seem never satisfied. 


Downy’s Home 


Downy not only very neighborly little fellow 
his social relations with other wild birds fortunate 
enough make his acquaintance, but also renders 
them very great service providing many homes 
which they can use. and his mate usually dig out 
new nest every year, and rule makes new 
hole for roosting purposes every winter. result 
this, many unused Downy Woodpecker’s nests are 
scattered about all our orchards, groves and wood- 
lands, like empty houses. 


New Tenants 


Some little birds like the protection afforded 
hollow tree, when spring they get ready 
build their nests, and these old abandoned Downy nests 
are just exactly what they are looking for. remember 
finding nest one these little woodpeckers 
small dead birch stump standing near brook the 
edge pasture. The nest was only about five feet 
from the ground, and altho many cattle passed that 
way each day, and the farmer’s house-cat sometimes 
wandered along the stream, the little white eggs were 
hatched and the young reared safety. year later 
chanced again pass that way. Great was delight 
find that, altho the Downies had moved an- 
other place, their old home contained six 
awake little birds any one could wish meet with 
bright spring morning. Scarcely had made the 
discovery when their mother appeared, and lo! was 
our dainty friend the Chickadee. She and her mate 
had filled the hole half full various kinds soft 
material, and evidently were proud their snug 
home they had dug out with their own weak little 
bills. 

One Sunday morning not long ago heard House 
Wren singing. His heart was full joy. was clear 
that had won his mate for the year, and felt secure 
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his love affairs; but soon found that was happy 
about something else also. had discovered just 
the place for nest—at least appeared think so— 
and seemed bent convincing his ladylove the fact. 
Twenty feet the air, the under side dead 
limb very old and highly esteemed cherry tree, 
was last Downy Woodpecker’s nest. this 
the little singer went repeatedly. would in, come 
the door and look out, disappear, and then look out 
again. all the places the neighborhood this, 
indeed, was the ideal spot for the nest—at least, be- 
lieve that was his view the situation. small 
matter for bird find safe nest for its eggs and 
young; and where can little mother hide her eggs 
more from the pilfering Bluejay, the in- 
quisitive Red-headed Woodpecker, than placing them 
deep down the beautifully secure cavity dug the 
strong bill Downy Woodpecker? 


THE HAIRY WOODPECKER 


Another black and white woodpecker very closely re- 
sembles the Downy, except that little larger. This 
bird the books call the Hairy Woodpecker. quite 
true that differs slightly appearance from its 
smaller relative; for example, the outer tail feathers 
are white with marks them, while the feathers 
the Downy’s tail are adorned with black spots. 
the whole, however, the similarity very striking. 
usually found the woods, and not much in- 
clined come about the house our friendly, 
trusting little Downy, which all love much. 


DISTRIBUTION 


The Downy Woodpecker resident all the wooded 
parts the United States and Canada, but most the 
individuals move somewhat southward winter from 
the northern border the specific range. 

The Hairy Woodpecker has similar distribution 
that the Downy, but rather more numerous and 
hardy the North. Each these widely distributed 
species includes several geographical subspecies.

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OBITUARY. 


Rt. Rev. Bishop MecGolrick, Duluth, Min: 

Rt. Rev. Bishop McGolrick of Duluth 
died suddenly Wednesday evening, Jan. 
23, at his residence in Duluth. 

Acute indigestion is given as the 
cause of death by attending physicians. 
Wednesday morning Bishop McGolrick 
examined the Latin class of the ca- 
thedral high school in his study and 
was apparently in the best of health. 
The bishop, Tuesday morning, conduct- 
ed a class in Latin consisting of twenty 
students preparing for entrance to St. 


fhomas college, St. Paul. In the after- 
noon he turned his attention to hos- 
pital work. It was while discussing 
the future program of such institu- 
tions that he was stricken with the 


malady that proved fatal. 

Consecrated bishop of Duluth in 1889, 
Mer. McGolrick promoted colonization 
and helped to erect many hospitals, 
churches, academies and schools, be- 
sides the fine Sacred Heart cathedral 
in Duluth. 


Noted Theologian and Linguist. 

With the passing from this life of 
Rev. Thomas O’Callaghan, S. J., there 
was removed one of the most famous 
Jesuit workers, students, linguists and 
theologians of the day. Born in 1844, 
in Kanturk, Ireland, he entered the 
Jesuit House of Studies at Clermont, 
France, and was ordained at Wood- 
stock in 1882. He taught philosophy 
in the Jesuit college here until 1890, 
when he went to Albano, Italy, to make 
his tertianship. He was a great stu- 
dent, deep thinker, profound theo- 
logian and an authority on Canon law. 


Former Fordham Head Dies. 

Rev. John Scully, S. J., former presi- 
dent of Fordham university, died at St. 
Vincent's hospital, New York, at the 
age of 77 years. For the past three 
years he had been active as assistant 
pastor of St. Francis Xavier church. 
At the time of America’s entry into the 
war Father Scully went to Washing- 
ton to make personal application for 
appointment as chaplain, but was re- 
fused because of his advanced age. 


Notre Dame Sister, Baltimore, Md. 

In the motherhouse of the eastern 
province of the Notre Dame Sisters, 
Baltimore, Sister Mary Wilhelmina 
(Margaret Rudolph) passed to her re- 
ward. She was born in Belleville, II1., 
seventy-four years ago. In 1888 she 
was appointed superior of the Convent 
of the Holy Name, Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
held this position for twenty-seven 
years. 


Bishop J. S. Foley of Detroit. 

Rt. Rev. John Foley, Roman Catholic 
bishop, for many years of Detroit, died 
January 5. He was 84 years old. Bish- 
op Foley had been in poor health for 
more than a vear. He was born in 
Baltimore in 1833. He completed his 
studies for the priesthood in Rome, 
where he was ordained in 1856. He 
Was assigned to a church at Canton, 
Md., in 1857, and was in the Baltimore 
diocese during the Civil war. 

3ishop Foley was consecrated bishop 
of Detroit Nov. 4, 1888. 


Maser. Louis Granger, Marshall, Texas, 

Rt. Rev. Monsignor Granger, for for- 
ty years pastor of St. Joseph’s church, 
Marshall, Texas, died on Jan. 14. Fa- 
ther Granger was born at St. Vizier 
D’Azergues, France, on Sept. 18, 1848. 
In 1868 the young student left France, 
having volunteered for the Texas mis- 
sions. He entered the diocesan sem- 
inary in Galveston and was ordained 
on March 25, 1871. On April 16 of the 
same year he was appointed to the vast 
Nacogoches missions. 

In July, 1909, his long and eminent 
services the cause religion won 
the recognition of the Holy See, and 
he was raised to the dignity of do- 
mestic prelate to his holiness, with the 
rank of monsignor. He had previous- 
ly been created a permanent rector and 
rural dean. Msgr. Granger was the 
founder St. Institute for 
Boys at Marshall.

edibles the noon hour. The thought such “willful 
waste” making “woeful want” these days war-time 
hardship impressed her very much, and she determined 
make use the incident, not only remind the young- 
sters who had been guilty—and likewise their parents— 
but order instruct the whole school waste and 
saving. she had some the discarded slices bread 
put improvised tray, made out box-cover, and 
went through every room and every class her school, 
exhibiting the wasted food. names were mentioned; 
she knew that the children who had thrown the food away 
would quickly enough report the incident home; and 
besides, how many others were there guilty like waste 
whom she knew nothing? The effect the little ex- 
hibition was immediate and pronounced, and made all 
the more the principal told the children simple 
touching words how the boys and girls Poland and 
Belgium were dying for want food, and what they 
would give for even taste that good bread and butter, 
with its slice meat, which the American children had 
thrown into the waste-heap. There have been over- 
packed lunches that school since. 

Little object lessons like this long way toward 
teaching our children thrift. Sometimes even word 
the right word the right moment—will work wonders. 
“We had fallen unconsciously into the habit praising 
the appearance the child who came school new 
dress new cap,” Minnesota teacher remarked re- 
cently, when discussing war-savings and economy. ‘We 
used say ‘Isn’t that pretty coat! How well you look 
it!’ But now have changed our tune. Now say 
‘Did your mother make that coat? Isn’t she clever 
able such beautiful work!’ Now are praising the 
child who neat through careful darning and home-made 
garments.” 

The thrift habits induced present the war, and 
which teachers can easily encourage word ex- 
ample, will help these children all through lives. 
know schools where the new rules “pencil and paper 
conservation” have acted like pebble the pond, throw- 
ing out ever widening circles carefulness and saving. 
Where heretofore paper and crayons were prodigally used 
and sadly wasted, now, even among the richer children, 
the parents home are being urged their youngsters 
save the household wrapping-paper, that they can 
make pads for use the school-room. How such 
pad would once have been despised Young America! 


Ideals hear great deal about ideals education.

The late Bishop Spalding 
“Life and Education” says the 
teacher the school. What the 
soul the body, what the 
mind the man, that the 
teacher the school...... 
The pupils learn feel that 
good where is, and 
they follow him gladly 
though led them into the 
balmy air spring along the 
flowery banks limpid 
streams.’ 

one will question the wis- 
dom these words, the au- 
thority him who was least 
certain subjects, America’s 
most profound thinker. Yet, 
when follow his line thought find that the 
writer had mind ideal conditions, such have been 
realized but seldom the history the race. 
Bossuet. The world can hardly hope see men such 
extraordinary gifts become everyday figures. is, in- 
deed, desirable that the teaching staff should every- 
where raised the best available heights. But wim 
given very few people sit the feet the 
world’s choices minds. Nor, however desirable, nec- 
essary. well aware that there inspiration em- 
anating from greatness, that cannot found other 
circumstances. Still the world’s work done largely 
the well directed efforts mediocrity. 

really marvelous what purposeful and intelligent 
striving can do. Average ability with persevering appli- 
cation accomplishes more than genius hampered indo- 
lence. the evolutionary process through which certain 
animals work their way maturity, there are changes 
which come suddenly jump. One stage attains 
full development, and, all once, gives way higher. 
keep striving, may through years, and sud- 
denly find ourselves capable and confiident. know 
that are masters the situation whatever may be. 
Nor does this assistance bear any resemblance the con- 
ceit which often consoles ignorance those who 
not strive. achievement crowned with its natural 
and inevitable reward. honest labor receiving its 
compensation, and moving forward higher and better 
things. 

The teacher must, course, work. There royal 
doldrum road efficiency. Success due striving 
only. The teacher must active order proficient 
his calling; must active inspire activity oth- 
ers. Only the student nteach. Hence the teacher must 
give himself, all earnestness, the work preparation. 
Nor may ever relax. There great temptation, when 
one assigned grade which she has taught be- 
fore, give study and effort. This destructive 
error which lands the teacher condition incipient 
dry rot. part with laudable ambition part with 
inspiration, and become stale figure the class room. 
teach habit like reading sermon from cold 
page. lacks life and enthusiasm, hence arouses one. 

sometimes think that having once learned subject 
retain our knowledge indefinitely. This too, griev- 
ous error. The fact that like all things human informa- 
tion fades away, but imperceptably that fail 
notice what happening. Not only does knowledge dis- 
appear, but the faculty knowing weakness, and, conse- 
quently, lose from every point view. Eventually 
the teacher whi not student becomes automaton, 
without interest his work, and incapable awakening 
interest 

Another failure study ennui, perhaps, 
even disgust with the work. The school hours are long 
and weary. like pall settles upon the room, 
teacher and pupils watch the clock see haw near the 
wretched day its close. And, indeed, makes little 
difference when does close; would have made little 
difference had not begun. the teacher who not 
student, and who does not stimulate his mind consid- 
eration what others have though and said, spends his

tivity. The public eye, praise blame, tells that 
must and doing, but the silence and obscurity 
the class room furnish other stimulant but love 
learning and desire impart it.

Fitting 

What sort physical specimen the young man 
America? the wasp-waisted little figure the 
city offices and streets the typical American?—or the 
square-shouldered brawny country boy? war has put 
acid test our manhood, and has shown our- 
selves very revealing light; and while may prone 
little proud chest-expansion upon viewing our army 
boys they march khaki, must not forget that 
those boys are the physically fit—the chosen ones—the 
flowers the flock. They have been picked for just what 
they are. But behind them, massed heterogeneously over 
the whole country, stands army the unfit, army 
which knew little nothing until Mr. Mars came 
along with his yardstick and his stethescope and measured 
and weighed us—and found us; the tune sixty- 
eight percent, physically unfit! 

Yes; sixty-eight per cent unfit. Are the figures not ap- 
Yet they are accurate enough. Some staticians 
fact, make worse. Sixteen million out twenty mil- 
lion public school children are physically imperfect, says 
Owen Lovejoy, the general secretary the National Child 
Labor committee New York;—which eighty percent. 
Everybody blaming the schools the country for this 
sorry showing. What the matter with the physical 
training our schools? they ask. must some- 
thing the matter! 

The matter that the question physical training has 
never been taken seriously enough our educators. Some 
who are acquainted with the elaborate “gyms” and other 
apparatus installed schools, not speak the play- 
ground movement and other kindred activities, may in- 
clined shrug their shoulders such statement. “Not 
taken seriously enough!” they exclaim. have been 
-thinking lately that altogether too much time was being 
devoted the Too much time—yes; but 
not the time that given that counts, much the 
methods followed. Some schools, alarmed the War 
Departments reports, have already begun meet the de- 
fault—by doubling the time devoted them physical 
education. But that will not solve the problem. They 
might spend all their time physical training and still 
produce sixty-eight—or eighty—percent Something 
more than mere time required. 

Individual attention the key the problem: com- 
petent physical instructor who knows how study the 
children under his eye the point getting personally 
acquainted with them and their needs. Thorough physical 
and medical examination the beginning wisdom 
physical training—and likewise the beginnng the physi- 
cal director’s acquaintance with the youngsters. The right 
sort training, exercise, gymnastics, for each individual 
child, follow naturally. course, grouping necessary 
and feasible certain extent; but the touchstone in- 
dividual and personal need must never lost sight of. 
With such method hand, there will danger 
over-development, under-development, boys running 
“athletic heart” and girls slack breathing and hollow 
chests. All the time the day, and all the striving the 
world with games and exercises and gymnastics, achieve 
physical fitness, will for naught the children are herd- 
like sheep and put through the paces like sack 
corn going through the mill. But the 
little individual attention first will work wonders, and 
will not only wake the pupil and give him incentive 
toward improvement, but short time will also aid the 
instructor classifying and grouping his charges. 

The best thing that individual instruction along such 
lines these does for the pupil stir him the spirit 
competition and emulation. The competetive spirit 
natural all youngsters, especially boys. But com- 
petition too there lies danger—the danger overdoing 
and losing sight the one and only object physical 
training—the physical development each and every 
child. Competitions, therefore, any true value, 
must arranged according the material hand. 
obviously unfair pit the boy alreaay strong against 
the boy who needs practically everything yet done 
for him make him strong. recent writer Collier’s 
Weekly tells school competitions “of physical improve- 
ment”—which give the best chance, not the athletes 
and giants” the institution, but the ones who

This seems contradic- 
tion fact, for, dealing inti- 
mately with the human 
day and day out, does the 
teacher, one would 
thought suppose that technique 
and rules, the 
speculation and the measuring- 
tape theory, can never really 
spoil the teaching profession, 
because deals too closely with 
human nature the actual and 
living process development 
ever into dry-as- 

dust book-science. 
And yet, this danger threatens 
continually, the persons scores and hundreds 
teachers who are forever the borderland mere 
theory, despite their daily and hourly facing the facts 
life. The reason must that the strain teaching 
heavy the mind and body that the senses become 
dulled, and the worn and weary teacher, desperation, 
seeks refuge the shelter other people’s ideas. She— 
he—ceases time think independently; time even 
ceases observe. Theorizing becomes habit. 
morning the teacher brings the classroom, not mind 
refreshed and opened the healthy exercise the day 
previous, but simply crammed with new batch other 
people’s notions, gleaned from every technical source avaii- 
able. These are tried out,—as many them, least, 
can crowded into one day; and the process becomes 
urgent and nerve-trying that the power even observing 
their effect and making full note merits demerits 
lost; else there are extremes enthusiasm, which are 
the beginnings the fatal disease faddism. 

The social sense the teacher needs quickened 
and broadened. Wider horizons than those the little 
bound the north the rostrum, the south 
the door, and the east and west blackboards, must 
discovered. the children gathered that space 
something else besides mere guinea pigs for the educa- 
tional vivisectionist must discerned. How this 
done? 

The teacher’s reading one the most important ele- 
ments his—or her—work. (Who was that set the 
good example these columns some time since con- 
ceding that all teachers are ladies—and letting 
that? For the sake speed and space, will take the 
same cue.) “O, reading!” Friend Teacher responds. 
“Goodness knows, have reading enough! Why, 
I’m three weeks behind already, and only page 400 
the last Annual Report the Educational Association! 
There are half dozen pages many school papers 
that have get through yet this month!” 

That just the trouble! Quantity instead specific 
quality what too many aim our technical 
reading; and the expense other, and equally valu- 
able matter. For the Catholic educator there cannot 
found all the land more interesting and profitable print 
than that the Annual Report; but that report covers the 
entire field education. The wise teacher the one 
who, instead trying digest the whole volume, will 
judiciously pick out the topics and papers peculiarly in- 
teresting especially fitted her own line work, and 
read them—letting the others go, least for 
Cramming means indigestion. And the same with our 
technical journals: Some take too many—our appe- 
tites are miles larger than our capacity; and cram— 
and suffer from indigestion, and often break out all over 
horrible rash fads and theories and experiments. 

And the meantime are neglecting much the 
reading that ought do—and missing much the 
fun the profession. The classics, course; but 
not them would speak present, though cannot re- 
sist plea for the classic novel one the best educa- 
tors the educator all the wide world; the classic 
novel, mean, read with sympathetic eye the human 
problem sets forth solve. (Who can read “Nicholas 
Nickleby” and not know little more than he—I mean 
she!—ever knew before about the minds men and the 


hearts boys? “Vanity Fair,” and not learn new 
secrets the souls girls school and out school?) 
No; modern up-to-date books thinking. There 
are several “the latest” which will give our teachers not 
only relaxation and recreation, but new thoughts and in- 
spirations for their work well—thoughts which will 
sharpen, not dull, their social sense and their perception 
inner things. 

For instance, there Booth Tarkington’s “Seventeen.” 
Have you read that? teacher should miss it! 
inimitable its humorous exposition the boy-soul— 
the gawky awkward lad who just emerging into young 
manhood, still burdened with the gaucheries his boyish 
days, and wearing the clothes and airs man clumsily 
dog pants. (You haven’t forgotten how used 
dress Curly trousers?) Mr. Tarkington 
seems times laugh just little heartlessly his 
young hero, but the picture gives, nevertheless, the 
dizzy tread the boy who the tight-wire between 
adolescence and maturity authentic and memorable 
one—one that teacher, especially High School 
College instructor, can afford miss. 

Then, companion book, rather, one might 
say, answer “Seventeen,” Samuel Merwin’s “Tem- 
peramental Henry.” Here young going 
through the dreadful processes change, but with his 
story recorded quite another, and quite interesting 
vein. Mr. Merwin knows his boy’s heart like book; 
and has read many lesson, would appear, which 
has touched him the quick. all sympathy with 
his hero and his problem, and while can hardly said 
laugh him, Mr. Tarkington does his, makes 
laugh, nevertheless, his plights and tragedies. The 
comedy the thing delightful. And full the 
brim invaluable teachings for the teacher who will read 
with open mind. The author does not preach, but 
underneath his comedy there runs, the initiated, 
serious purpose. For one thing, shows how fruitful 
trouble and heart-scalding are those habits which in- 
jure the boy’s will—habits which parents seldom seem 
think checking their sons. 

There are half dozen other books this order which 
will find make very profitable reading, well 
entertaining. There “Penrod,” for instance, chapter 
from the life the younger boy, the boy the grades. 
today practically classic juvenile read- 
ing. “Plupy,” Judge Shute’s “Real Diary Real 
Boy” another. And why not speak “Tom Brown’s 
School Days,” and “Huckleberry Finn” and “Tom 
Sawyer”? There plenty meat all these for the 
teacher. they nothing else, they broaden one’s sym- 
pathy and understanding the boys who sit facing the 
rostrum morning after morning. And such understand- 
ing makes for successful teaching. Anything that tends 
remove from the mind youth the traditional prejudice 
which makes look the school teacher its sworn 
enemy and persecutor, makes for successful teaching. 

While speaking recent books for the teacher, may 
pay make note two new volumes which treat edu- 
cational subjects from professional point view instead 
the form fiction. They are Parent’s Job,” 
Columbus Millard, and “The Upbringing Daughters” 
Catherine Durning Whetham.
